To acooiiiplisli this, the imhisfrics cinpioy- 
ing labor must be kept in a wholesome and iirosperous state. This 
latter condition can only bo brouifht about by the >;f>vommPnt giving 
to its industries the protection and oncouragenn-iit that tliey <lc s. i vi'. 
Thia can only be realized through a consistent and all- American sys- 
tem of Tariff Protection whereby America will preserve to its bul- 
warks <if iii'lusli-y .111(1 labor the fruits of their rndejivur-i. 

Our countrj' prospers or sufTcrs depression according to the stiite 
of ita induatries. Farming and agfriculture play a very important 
part in the prosperity of the nation. In fact to a (jreiit exteiit the 
Inlying power of tlie nation is dependent upon the prosperity of the 
farmer. In order to derive from the soil the roaximnm amount of 
produce, our citizens must be encouraged to enter into fanning as 
an industry'. Before this can be brought about, the government must 
Jparantee to the farmer a ready market for liis products. No si-lf 
req>ecting American farmer can l)e exiioctcd to put his untiring ef 
forts into agricultural pursuits, and pay to his farm labor a decent 
American wage, if ho knows that when hi- si iids lii^ iniiduci! to mar- 
ket, it is to be sold in competition witli cheap products imported from 
Oriental and otBer foreign countries where underpaid and undorf<'d 
labor is employed, and where living conditions arc obnoxioua com- 
pared to those in America. 

Thia aame condition applies t^ the American manufacturer, » Im 
emplaya American labor at n watre whieh insures to the worker a de- 
cent living. He cannot continue Ihi.s if foi'eed to sell his output at a 
price regulated by the cheap products nf foreign hibor anil indiistiy. 

If the foreigner is to derive profits from the markets of America, 
he should be made to pay for that privilege. American farmm and 
manufacturers are subject to taxes an dothcr revenues here for the 
support 0 fthe government. The only way in which foreigners can 
be made to participate in this contribution to the support of the 
government of the country in whieh tln-y seek to derivr profit.s 
ttirough the sale of their merchandise, is to levy a duty on those 
producta on their entry into the country. In order that the foreigner 
may not have an advantage over the doinestie producer ati<i numu- 
facturer in our home mark(.'ts, ihe duty should he high enough to 
make up for the difference in the cost of labor and production here 
and that in foreign coutnries. 

The American markets shoould he insured to the .American j)ro 
ducer, and guaranteed against eOMi|ieiitioii I'rom ilir underpaid, un- 
derfed and oppressed inhabitants of Orental an dother foreign coun- 
triea. 

FEDERAL DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 

It is not pieiisinj; to realize tli.'il tin- I'nileil Statis stands iiiiitl: 
f.mong the nations of the world in the gi'nerai educational level of its 
people. Bu, if the report of the House Committee on Education is 
10 be credited, that is the niieiiviahle pusitinn oi'enpicd by the alleged 
greatest and most ]imgressive among civilized counties. 

The report of the I'ommittee reeonmn iids the passage of tlo' 
Smith-Towner bill to establish a Federal Department of Kducation 
with Federal aid in increasing educational facilities. 

According to tin- report illitei';iey is a national aucl not a sec- 
tional problem. The statistics cited .show illiteracy .ilmost e(|ually 
prevalent in everj' section of the country. This surprising informa- 
tion should prove a shoe]; to (lie iiatinli.il cMNIIilaci iicy. It also siioulc! 

serve to expedite tiic creation of every po.ssible remedial agency 
necessary to correct this ominous situation. 

The .Sinith Towner hill oITits. aci'onlintr to the report, "the only 
means of correcting the present inei|uality of educational opportuni- 
ties among the various communities and preventing waste of public 
funds and ineffieieney due to lack of eo-ordination amosff Federal 
agencies dealing with edueMtion." 

That is as uiiiy inc. I'.iit eoniincni si'Mm- inl'oi-uis linit this rctrrct 
table situation tremendously can be improved through individual and 
community action. Federal aid would be welcome, a Federal I>e- 
partmcnt of Kducation would .se. il to bo eminently desirable,, but th 
maaa of people generally must be led to understand and appreciate 
the value of education.' There is nothing more important in our 
scheme of Oovemment. No tax levied for educational purpo.scs ever 
should be regarded aa too onerous to be borne. The public schools 
moat be strengthened, supported developed and encooraged until 
we u a nation atand on the ediK it ional level not ninth, but first

It would take, roughly, he said, $10,- 
000,000 to put In oiicrallon the scheme 
of handling the annual tobacco crop 
along the lines suggested by the 
Orowers' Association which would In- 
clude a centralised selling agency, 
operating warehouses and redrylng 
plants to which all the tobacco would 
be brought and from which all of it 
would be sold under a system of grad- 
ing OS provided by the government. 
This does not necessarily mean that 
the warehouses now in operation, and 
their organizations, would be Junked, 
but that some system of coordinating 
their effort to their and the growers' 
advantage would be worked out. 

No one really knows all about the 
tobacco business and Its many ramifi- 
cations. The Industry Is a matter of 
progressive experimenting and tobac- 
co cannot be bandied like any other 
crop. Every flour mill produced prac- 
tically the same kind of flour, but 
every tobacoo fleld is different in Its 
production.
